3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are 
to  be  for  a single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under 
a numbered  item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  num- 
bered item  are  designated  as  a “Lot”  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective 
of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item.

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FOREWORD 


EARLY  AMERICAN  GLASS  AND  PEWTER 


HE  appearance  at  public  sale  of  this  splendid  assortment  of  American 


glass,  lithographs,  and  pewter  from  Mr  William  Mitchell  Van  Winkle’s 
collection  provides  an  unrivaled  opportunity  and,  incidentally,  in  the  case  of 
the  glass  the  first  this  season,  to  secure  examples  that  we  consider  unsurpassed 
by  any  that  have  been  offered  in  many  years. 

The  truly  remarkable  assemblage  of  bottles  and  flasks  in  amethyst,  green, 
blue,  and  amber  described  in  this  catalogue  justifies  the  claim  made  for  Mr  Van 
Winkle’s  collection,  which  has  long  been  regarded  as  one  of  the  finest  in 
existence.  We  may  mention  specifically  the  Stiegel  violet  flask  [Number  452, 
illustrated  as  the  frontispiece  of  this  catalogue]  and  the  three  amethyst  perfume 
bottles  [Numbers  443,  444,  and  445],  popularly  ascribed  to  Stiegel  and  meri- 
torious in  the  highest  degree. 

The  collection,  however,  is  by  no  means  limited  to  the  above-named  category. 
The  assortment  of  three-mold  glass  ranks  among  the  finest  ever  offered  in 
New  York.  It  includes,  notably,  a footed  bowl  [Number  426],  a large  vase 
[Number  431],  and  a light  green  flaring  bowl  [Number  501],  which  are 
among  the  many  unique  examples  in  the  catalogue. 

Mr  Van  Winkle  informs  us  that  he  was  one  of  the  first  collectors  of  American 
glass  and  acquired  all  of  his  pieces  before  the  “gentle  art”  of  reproducing  was 
discovered,  also  that  he  aided  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer  in  the  preparation  of 
his  extensive  work  on  American  flasks  and  bottles.  Many  of  the  illustrations 
in  that  work  are  of  specimens  in  Mr  Van  Winkle’s  collection. 

The  American  pewter,  of  which  there  are  approximately  eighty-six  lots  in 
the  first  session  of  the  catalogue,  is  restricted  to  plates,  chargers,  porringers, 
beakers,  bowls,  and  mugs.  It  represents  the  period  of  pewter  manufacturing 
in  this  country  which  preceded  the  so-called  coffee  pot  era  and  consists  largely 
of  pieces  by  the  “eight-inch  plate”  men.  The  salient  features  of  this  pewter 
are  its  fine  condition  and  the  large  ratio  of  rare  pieces  existing  in  a comparatively 
small  collection. 


CURRIER  fcf  IVES  LITHOGRAPHS 


American  folk  history  is  indebted  to  the  famous  lithographers  of  the  nineteenth 
century  for  the  preservation  of  its  Dickensian  aspects  in  the  lengthy  series  of 
their  sporting  and  country  scenes.  Mr  Van  Winkle’s  collection,  one  of  the 
most  widely  reputed  in  the  east,  contains  a remarkable  group  of  these  favorite 
subjects  distinguished  by  their  excellent  condition  and  fine  margins  and  by 
the  almost  uniformly  high  quality  of  the  impressions  from  the  stone.  Of  a 
large  group  of  winter  scenes,  it  will  suffice  to  mention  the  important  Horne  to 
Thanksgiving  [Number  258],  nowadays  an  extremely  rare  print  in  this  superb 
condition,  and  the  charming  views  in  New  England  and  New  York  [Numbers 
242,  267,  286,  and  290].  The  sporting  scenes  include  the  outstanding  prints 
Snipe  Shooting  [Number  329],  Wild  Duck  Shooting  [Number  332]  and 
Woodcock  Shooting  [Number  335],  as  well  as  the  complete  series  of  four 
American  Field  Sports  [Numbers  305  and  308]  and  examples  of  the  fishing 
prints,  such  as  The  Trout  Stream  [Number  303].  The  number  of  rarer  titles 
here  included  indicates  the  astonishing  range  of  the  collection,  and  affords  an 
opportunity  to  estimate  the  versatility  of  the  genre  painters  of  the  pioneer  age. 
M r Van  Winkle,  in  collecting  these  prints,  acquired  a large  portion  of  them 
directly  from  the  homes  in  which  they  had  been  originally,  which  circumstance 
accounts  for  the  contemporary  frames  on  many  of  them.
